Minora May Obtain 
Working Permits at 
Antioch High School 

Local High School officials an- 
nounce .that minors residing In Dis- 
trict No, .117 (Antioch Township 
High school) may secure their em- 
ployment certificates and certifi- 
cates of age at the high school of- 
fice. ' 

With the summer employment 
soon to take place for* boys and 
girls it is necessary to have the 
proper certification. It is not ne- 
cessary for boys and girls residing 
in District 117 to secure employ- 
ment certificates of age from the 
Lake County superintendent of 
schools. The local high school is 
authorized to issue these certifi- 
cates. 

Minors 14 years of age and un- 
der 16 years may be employed out- 
side of school hours and on days 
when school is not in session and 
during school vacation periods. 
The employer shall have on file for 
each minor an employment certifi- 
cate issued by the high school prin- 
cipal, provided the work is not of 
a hazardous nature or in violation 
of section No. 7 of the Child Labor 
law. The 'certificate is issued in 
triplicate and the high school prin- 
cipal mails the original to the 
minor's employer, send the dupli- 
cate to .the State Department of 
Labor and retains the third copy 
for the office files. 

Before; an employment certificate 
can be issued the following re- 
quirement must be met: 

1, A statement of intention to 
employ signed by the prospective 
employer. 

.2. Legal papers .to show evi- 
dence of age. 

Employers hiring minors alleg- 
ing to.be between 16 and 20 years 
of age should protect themselves 
against unintentional employment 
of under age minors by requiring 
them to. obtain certificates of age. 
The. local high school Is authorized 
to issue these , certificates of age to 
any person between sixteen and 
twenty years of age upon presen- 
tation of the same proof of age as 
is required for the issuance of em- 
ployment certificate under the child 
labor, law.

A short time ago, the American Meat Institute 
made a cross-country spot check of- retail beef prices. 
It found that some cuts were selling at the lowest 
prices In four years. It also found that in many 
places steaks were being offered at prices close to. 
or even less than, the price reached by hamburger at 
last year's peak. 

In the light of these facts it is not surprising 



supply, the price tends to go up. Due to a combin- 
ation of factors, late beef marketings have been heavy 
and the price levels have rcflectd that fact. 

This is a boon to the consumer, who gets more beci 
for his dollar. From the producer's standpoint, the 
price drops have been sharp. But those who know 
the complicated meat business best think that these 
adjustments, painful as they are, may lead to a health- 
ier situation all around. In any event, it is to the 
credit of the cattlemen that there has been no general 
cry for subsidies or other governmental aid

Profits in 1952 

If you think that a large port of the money you 
spend winds up In the form of profits for the busi- 
nesses you patronize, a report just published by the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United States will be 
both informative ond surprising. 

Last year American corporations made n ™cora 
sales of goods and services-some $500,000,000000 
worth But net profits were substantially lower than 
in 1951-averagIng only 3.4 cents on each sales dollar. 
The decline was largely due to taxes. 

Taking the 1940-52 postwar years, it ^is found that 
corporate net profits .rose by $3,200,000 000 In the 
same period, by comparison, compensation to em- 
P r y ees increased by $73,000,000.000-well over twen-

DAYLIGHT SAVING TIME 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES OF THE VILLAGE OF 
ANTIOCH, COUNTY OF LAKE,
